Key West, Feb. 8.— A refMrt from 
Piuar del Hio htates that Fort Infanta 
Isabella, near tho northern end of the 
trooba, was attacked and destroyed 
'OMiiSms- Oabftui crept olOMto 
tfblHilll of «k« telngtkBniglii 
and planted large minei of dynamite 
under them. Before df^bnak they ex- 
ploded them, carrying down the entire 
Bide of the fort, which was of atone. A 
number of the gaiittonwcra Idlladby 
th^MKplosion. 

Tbe Oabaas then attacked the breach, 
and, despite the efforts of Major An- 
dreas, commanding, entered the fort. 
Here a hand-to-hand fight ensued, and 
the carnage was frightful. Heads were 
split open, and men clubbed to death.

■ent for. A large Spanish detachment 
of some 400 men, under Major Setonda, 
was sent from a nearby encampment to 
drive the insurgents off. As they ad- 
vanced near the town Garcia's men ar- 
range a cunning ambuHh, in a thick 
swamp, mining the road bed and plant- 
ing a cannon where a Com of the rOad 
gave thorn full rake. 

When the mine was sprung the sur- 
prist) was complete. The Spaniards at- 
tempted to rally, but the Cubans opened 
at short range with grape and cannister, 
using chain, bolts and iron pins for 
this. Their musketry fire was rapid 
and eflfec tivc. The Spanish commander 
hurried to the front and endeavored to 
make his men stand. He was wound- 
ed, and his fall dispirited the men. The 
next in command .s(Kin after was hit, 
and then the tight became a running 
rout. The Cubans pursued tliom fierce- 
ly, and many fell under their avenging 
machetes. 

After they had escaped the Cubans 
sei^ared several carloads of guns and 
from the fallen soldiers much ammuni- 
tion. Over 150 Spaniards were killed 
and wounded, it is stated. The Oabans 
lost 80 men, the Spaniards fliiaff bat 
little after the surprise. 

HAVANA DISPATCHES. 

OeMfal Weytor Cxp««ta to Bad tka B«*6- 

lattoa at Onoe. 
Havana, Feb. 8.— During the course 
of the rweiit remarks of Captain Gen- 
eral Wuyler at Villa Clara, the Spanish 
commander said that he expected to 
pat an end to the rerolation in^e 
prorinoe of Santa Olara in the near 
fatnre. 

Many skinniahes are reported in the 
oroTinoes of Pinar del Bio, Havana and 
Matantaa. In one instance recently the 
tKxqis attaoked the insurgents' camp, 
deitioyed 980 hats, captured the Oubw 
lta4 *nd seoared a large . quantity of 
arms and ammtuiition. The insurgents 
left 28 dead on the field, as usual carry- 
ing their wounded with them. Five of 
the Spaniards were Ulled and 19 
wounded. • 

Colonel Feijix), while reconuitering 
recently, met the Cubans at Ojo de 
Agua. The Spaniards had bcteu ordergd 
out for the purpo.«e of assisting 25 men 
who were engaged in the work of gath- 
ering vegetables, wlien they were at- 
tacked by 150 insurgents. The Spanish 
column returned the lire of the Cubans, 
killing at least 12 of them.

After the services Mr. Dawes, Rev. 
McAfee and several local friends dined 
with the McKiuleys, the major and the 
minister later in the day going to the 
home of Mother McKinley for a visit. 

Conj^rressman Wilson had a half hour's 
talk with the major before leaving fur 
the east. He said that his mission was 
not of national imptn-tance. 

Mr. Pruden also bad a short talk with 
the major before starting for Washing- 
ton, concerning matters oohneoted with 
the White House. 

Mr. Dawes returned to Chicnijo yes- 
terday eveiiing, going via Cleveland to 
have a talk between ttUns with Na- 
tional Chairman Hanna.

THE FAMI NE IN LOUISIANA. 

Vait Territory Affected by Failure of Laat 
Year'i Crop*. 

Nsw Orlkans, Feb. 8.— Reports ttom 
north Loaiaiana show the destitation 
there. The vast territory affected by 
the drouth extends between the Rod 
river and tlie Arkansas line, and tln' 
west boundary lintt and the river par- 
ishes to the cast. Fully 35,000 persons 
are affected, and 85 per.oeot of the total 
popnlatkm of U paiiihea in the strioken 
districts. 

In most of this area not one bale of 

cotton has been raised to 10 acres in 
cultivation, and practically no corn has 
survived the long dry spell. 

The cotton sliortage in the parishes 
will range between 60 and 76 per oent. 
a monetary loss dt $2,500,000. The loss 
on cotton seed, c«)ru and stock mast be 
enumerated, swelling these figures to 
t6,000,000. Seed corn and corn must be 
furnished tho strioken planters, while 
daily rations must be served out to the 
thousands in order to save them from 
death by starvation. 

MoNTQOMKRY, Ala., Feb. 8.— A head- 
end collision between freight trains oc- 
curred yesterday on the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad near Myers' switch, 
nine miles from this city, caused by the 
carelessness of the telegraph operator in 
faiUng to signal the southlxiand train. 
Sid Kirkland, engineer, aged 28 of 
Montgomery and Brakoman Weller of 
MidtUesboro, Ky., were killed, and the 
fireman is believi^ to be fatally hurt. 
After thc^ltcoidpti the oponttor took t» 
the woods atid has not been seen since.

Washinoton, Feb. 8. — The president 
has signed, on the recommendation of 
Secretary of the Interior Francis, an 
important order reducing the number of 
pension agencies in the United States 
ttom 18 to nine. The object of the or- 
der is to effect a very large saving to 
the government without inconvenienc- 
ing the pensioners. The secretary dem- 
onstrates that by this reduction of the 
]'>enRion agencies tho cost of disbnrsion 
nsions can be reduced by at least 
60,000 per annum. 
The change was made possible by ati 
amendment to tho law governing the 
disbursing of pensions, wliich amend- 
ment was approved Mairch ^'U, IhfXi. It 
required that all pensioners should, 
after that date, be paid by checks re- 
mitted by mail. Reports from the pen- 
sion agencies in reply toinqairies us to 
the operation of tne new law w( ret<i 
the effect that under it the pensioners 
are paid mucli more promptly ; that the 
possibility of error is mmimized, and 
that upon the whole it is much mor« 
satisfactory to tho pensioners than tin 
former Taw. The agents also advise 
that the pensioners receive their pen- 
sions when remitted by mail at their 
homes, where being surrounded by fam- 
ily influences the pensioner is much 
more likely to make a judicious disposi- 
tion erf his pension money. Under the 
previons law the pensioners collected 
their qiuurterly payments in person, and, 
tinaeir the inflaence of bad associations, 
were often indaoed to apply thoae pay- 
ments anwinly and dtipme their fami- 
lies of the benefits thereof. 

This executive order will go into ef- 
fect Sept. 1 next, its ezecation having 
been postponed imtil that date in order 
that no pensioner shoald soffer incon- 
venience m oouseqaenoe of delay in re- 
oe^ving ma pension, and to give ample 
tittle for the renuivalof tlie ndlsand 
records from the agendes discontinned. 

The consolidation was made by anit- 
ing existing agencies and the entire 
jurisdiction thereof in order that no ex- 
pense should be incurred by the making 
of new rolls. The agencies at Concord, 
N. H., and Angosta, Me., are diaeontin- 
ued and payments hitherto made there 
are ordered made from the agency at 
Boston ; the pensioners heretofore paid 
at Buffalo are to be paid from New 
York city agency; those at Pittsburg 
from the I'hiladelphla agency ; those at 
lionisville and ivnoxville from Wash- 
ington ; those at Detroit from Indian- 
apolis ; those at MilwankiH' from lUii- 
cago ; tliose at Des Moim s and Tojjfka 
from St. Louis, when^ a new agency is 
established. 

A new apency is established at St. 
Louis because of the l>t tt r niuil facili- 
ties tlian at Des Moines or Topeka, ilnd 
for the further reasons that there is a 
government building at St. Louis which 
can be t)ccupied without cost to tlie gov- 
ernment, and there is also a snbtreasnry 
there. A jx'nsion agency was removed 
from St. Louis to Topeka in 18.S2. There 
are more ix'iisioners now in Missouri 
than in Kansas or in any state formerly 
paid by the Topeka or the Des Mniues 
agency. There are in Missouri 53,812 
pensioners, in Kansas. 49,488 ; in Iowa, 
37,798. 

The following are the nine aereucies 
and the number of pensioners i)ai(l 
thereat under the new order: I'.ostou, 
94,857 ; New York, \)H,Ki.i : Philadelphia, 
108,735; Washington, 140,2U.j ; Cohmi- 
bus, 101,492: Indianapolis, UU,0dU; 
Chicago, 125,12:^; Sun Vtanoisoo, 83,- 
098. Total, 970,078. 

All pensioners of the United States 
n^siding in foreign countries and now 
numbering 8,781, will oontinae to be 
paid from the Washington agency, and 
the navy ix nsioners will be paid as 
heretofore from Bostou, Chicago, I{e\> 
York, Philadelphia, Sau Franolsoo and 
Washington. 

The estimated saving to the govern- 
ment is as follows : Olerk hire, f 105,0 ?o ; 
salaries, nine agents, $4,000 per annum. 
186,000; contingent expenses of agencies 
discontinued, 110,1^.' ; rent for agencies 
disoontinaed, 18.550. Total, 1161,407. 

The estimated saving in clerk hire is 
based apon the cost of that item at the 
two largest agencies in the service, 
namely, Oolambos and Topeka. From 
thoae agcnoles the jpensionen are paid 
at annaal oostof 85 cents per capita 
for derk hire. After the oonsdidation 
the cost for derk hire will amoant, at 
85 cents per capita, to 1880,787, while 
'hat item ror the fiscal year ended Jane 
;tO, 1896, amoauted to #445,412. 
' Secretary Francis does nok think any 
valid objection can be offered to this 
change, and believes that the savii'^' 
will Ite oven greater than eetimateil 
Under tho new law tho agents report 
that about t\nce as many pensioners 
are paid during the first two days of 
each quart erlv payment as under the 
oldUw. .Thu saving can be effeottd 
without any incravtmienoe to the pen- 
sioners, and will redace the annual ex- 
penses of the government to jnst that 
extent and inny tend to allay in some 
degree the opiM)sitioii that has b 'en 
manifesred hitherto to the yrrat pension 
disbursements of the government. 

The total cost for pen.sions and the 
disbursement thereof for tbe fiscal rear 
ended . I line :i(>, IHltii, was $142,:ioti,V)0, 
made up as follows : Payments to pen- 
sioners. ^i;ts,v'15,I76 ; fi'cs for examin-

The in iirrectloii .Spvi ii lln;; nnil May Soon

Canka, Island of Crite, Feb. 8. — 
Throughout Sunday the town of Caaea 
itself was comparatively qniet, bat the 
flre, started as a result of last week's 

conflict between T.Inss; linaiis and Chris- 
tians, has broken o.it afresh, and sev- 
I ral villa^^es in the suburbs are in 
flames. Outside the walls of Cunea 
there has been a continuous fusilade 
since Saturday, the soldiers siding with 
the MnsMlmans. All of the Christians 
have left ttie town. Fifteen hundred 
Christians have gone aboard the British 
vessels, while 300 sabjeots of France 
went aboard the French oroiiier. 

The palace of the Christian governor 
of the island, Oeorgi Berovitch. Prince 
oi Samoa, being blockaded by Mtassnl* 
mans, Berovitch Pasha accordingly dis- 
tributed arms with the view of dispsra- 
ing the besiegers. 

At Halepa, 700 armed Christians are 
fa<'ing an armed body of Mussulmans, 

The situation at li -timo is serious. 
The insurgents hold the vice consuls, 
f he bishop and other notables prisoners 
us hostages. 

The Turks have already pillaffod sev- 
eral villages, and it is feared tliat the 
insurrecnon will involve tho whole of 
Crete.

W.vsHlNdToN, Feb. 8. — If Si iiatoi 
Morgan pursues liis jjreseiit plan he will 
move to take up the Nicaragua canal 
bill as soon as the routine basiness in 
the senate is disposed of. He expects 
the motioa to be antagonised, and in 
that event will secure a vote which will, 
he thinks, demonstrate the voting 
strength of the canal bill. He expects 
the vote to be largely in the majority, 
but whatever the result, he prnlniMy 
will announce his abandonment of th« 
bill for the prese nt sas.smn on accoantof 
the determined obstruction to its pass- 
age, wliile at the same time he wiU de- 
clare his purpose to press the measure 
with more determination than evflT at 
the next session. 

The withdrawal of the Nicaragua 
canal bill from its present place at the 
head of the calender will leave the way 
open for taking ap Other meosores 
pressing for consideration. The diplo- 
matic and consalar appropriation bill 
has already been reported, and there 
will be an effort to seoare attention to it 
early in the week. The appropriation 
committee expect to have the Indian 
and ai^onltoral bills reported by 
Wedneaaay and will ask for early oon- 
sidnation. 

Senator Thurston will seek the first 
opportanity to conclude his speech on 
the Pacific railroad resolations ; Senator 
Moitill has given notice of his intention 
to advance his bill to prohibit the sale 
of liquor in the Oapitol, and Senator 
Sherman will abideby his decision to 
ask the senate to go into ereonttve ses- 
sion early Monday for the parpose of 
considering the general armtration 
treaty with Great Britain. 

As soon as these matters will permit 
there will be an effort to proceed with 
the bankraptcy bill, and it is not ex- 
pected that there will be any avowed 
opposition to consideration. 

The proceedings relative to the arbi- 
tration treaty will be held in executive 
session and will l)o long and animated. 

Wednesday the senate will join with 
tlie house to see the ooant of the elect- 
oral vote.

STATE TAXES 



Mast be Paid ky Rxpreai Caapailaa— !■• 
fartaal Deeliiai af tha 8» 
preae Caart 



WAaaiMOTOM, Febraary 1.— The Su 
preme Goarl to-day affirmed the lower 
courts of Ohio and Indiana on the fran- 
cbiae tax oaaee appealed by the Adama 
Expraaa Company. The court finda that 
the States have power to enforce the 
tax in controveray and thus defeats the 
corporatlona. No opinion waa filed in 
the Kentucky express case or the Hen- 
derson bridge case, but the former is 
idantlcal with thoae from Ohio and In- 
diana. It ia contended that the Hen- 
danon case presents a slightly difi^erent 
qneation. 

Under the State law, which waa aa- 
aailed by the expreea companiea, theae 

companies are taxed in three fotms: 

First, on their real estate; second, 
upon their groaa receipta on buaineaa 
done within the State, and thirdly, addi- 
tionally assessed by the State Board. 
It waa the laat aaseaamant to which the 
companies took exceptions. For the 
three years involved, the State Board 
had increased the valuation of property 
in asseosmenta under thia law from 
$289,802 to $440,702. Thia increaaed 
valuation was arrived at by taking the 
market value of the entire capital atock 
of the express companiea aa a basis for 
arriving at the true vulne in niouey of 
the company's property in Ohio. The 
Chief Justice did not make the opinion 
public, merely announcing; tliat tlie de- 
cision of the court below had been af- 
firmed. 

The Chief Justice also announced the 
decision of the court in the cases involv- 
ing the extent of the taxing power of a 
State as applied to express companies 
and telegraph compauies in Indiana, af* 
flrmint; the decision of the; State court in 
each case and thus sutitaining the law. 

The two caaea involve the Talidity of 
thS State law of 1S!),3 for the taxation of 
telegraph, telephone, palace car, sleep- 
ing car, dining car, exprcaa and faat 
freight companies, which empowers the 
State Board of Tax Commissioners to as- 
sesa taxation other than that of a local 
character. This law imposes a penalty 
of 80 per cent, up-m those who do not 
pav their taxes within the time specilied.

Praetieallj It la the Universal Language af 
Iitaitiy— Its iiiiportnea m 
a Stady. 

Drawing is a universal language. The 
public at large doea not realiae ita omni- 
preeence in erery day affaira. The 

clothes a man puts on in the morning 
were made from drawings or patterns. 
The keys and small coins in hia pooketa 

were made from drawings. The chair in 
which he sits eating bis breakfast was 
made according to drawings ; so were the 
carpets and wall paper, the table and 
objects upon it. The stove on which bis 
breakfast was prepared, the system of 
water pipes that brings him his drinking 
water, the stair case be descends to get to 
the street, the railroad station, the car 
on which he ridea down town, the illus- 
trations in the newapapera which he 
reads on the way, and the printing 
piesses which duplicate them, all in- 
volved akillful drawing aomewhere and 
by somebody, in order that they might 
exist for his convenience and pleasure. 

Drawing ia a necessary factor in all 
productive industries. It is practically 
the univenial language of industry. 

If this were more generally understood 
to be the fact the teaching of drawing in 
the schools would have a stronger sup- 
port on the part of the conservative and 
"practical" men of the community.
